For all prac- 
tical purposes, he repeated the 
speech that he had made in the 
Dail, but. with what a difference! 
In Leinster House, while he was 
producing his dictionaries and 
encyclopedias to prove that Eire 
was an independent 
one and indivisible, he was 
forced to submit to the inter- 
mittent jeers of the Opposition, 
with particular reference. to 
Mr. James Dillon; but no 
‘such interruptions were  pos- 
sible at the Ard Fheis. Here 
it was. roses, roses, all the way. 
According to the 
reports, the Taoiseach’s speech 
was greeted with wild applause 
by the delegates, whose chief 
function in life seems to be to 
say “ yes” to Mr. de Valera. All 
the hoary old arguments were 
rehearsed. Logic was chopped 
and hairs were split in the most 
approved fashion. The Republic 
which is not a Republic was pro- 
4 claimed once again; and nobody 
was a ‘whit the worse or the 
better for its proclamation. We 
will not weary our readers with 
a detailed examination of the 
Taoiseach’s points.- They have 
been examined already “ 
nauseam. The delegates to the 
Ard Fheis listened enthralled to 
Mr. de Valera’s explanation of 
the system whereunder foreign 
diplomatists to Eire present their 
Letters of Credence in the first 
instance to the Minister for 
External Affairs (who happens 
also to be the Taoiseach), and 
afterwards pay courtesy calls on 
the President in the Phoenix 
Park. The fact is, of course, that 
these diplomafists are accredited 
to King George VI, that the 
office of President is purely 
domestic, having 'no international 
significance, and that the whole 
business of “external associa- 
tion ’—a legacy of the notorious 
“Document No. 2”—is a sham, 
and a silly and undignified sham 
at that. 

Is Igeland never going to get 
away from all this pretentious 
nonsense, and to escape from the

Republic? Surely the time has 
come when the nation ought to 
turn its back on humbug, and 
set its face towards the hard facts 
which, sooner or later, must be 
met! Who really cares whether 
Eire is a sovereign Republic or 
not? Everybody knows that the 
‘twenty-six counties of Southern 
Ireland are as free and indepen- 
dent of outside control as any 
other country in' the world. 
What the dictionaries say does 
not matter a jot. Everybody 
also knows that Eire is associated 
inextricably with Great Britain 
and the Commonwealth of 
Nations. Eire was _ officially 
neutral during the war, although 
all the. other States of the 
Commonwealth were belligerents; 
but even that fact does not 
matter now. All that does matter 
is that a new world is being born, 
‘and that Eire has a certain part 
to ple in it.

convenience of the ordinary 
traveller. It is improbable that 
the operators of civil aircraft for 
many years to come will desire 
to travel at speeds much higher 
than those employed by them to- 
day. There are problems, how- 
ever, which can be solved only 
by flights such as that at Herne 
Bay yesterday. One of these~is 
the effects of the compressibility 
of the air at the speed of 
600 miles an hour, concerning 
which much technical discussion 
has taken place recently. The 
ordinary man may be forgiven 
if he fails to see any value in 
the discoveries made at 606 miles 
an hour; but he can appreciate 
the use that he may make some 
day of planes travelling from 
one side of the Atlantic to the 
other in five or six hours. That 
would not have been. possible had 
it not been for the experiments 
and the record attempts of the 
past—attempts which often were 
condemned at the time is fool- 
hardy and useless, but, lin fact, 
have produced the planes and 
the conditions which give this 
country, through Rineanna, a 
new importance in world travel 
and transport.

Conference with Soldiers 

‘One half of the Irish Army can 
scarcely wait for its new walking- 
out uniform; the other -half dosen't t 
mind if it never sees a pair of blue 
trousers with a green stripe down 
the leg. 

I spent some time yesterday in 
alley-ways, talking to soldiers out ’ 
of the side of my mouth, keeping 
a watchful eye on the military 
police. People who are seen talk- 
ing to too many soldiers sometimes 
finish up in the Glasshouse, even in 
a post-emergency’ period. Armies 
love security regulations, and 
abandon them only with - the 
greatest rehuictance.: ;- 
_ There are three things ‘about’ the 
present. uniform that the soldiers 
don’t like. 

They don’t like dancing in hob- 
nailed boots. They don’t like to 
take a stroll in the cool of the 
evening wearing leather gaiters. The 
speak of the gaiters as “ jam-jars 
And, most of all, they don't like the 
overcoats. 

By Army regulations they must 
keep the top button of their over- 
coats buttoned. So, if they wear an 
overcoat at all, as many of them do 
in this uncertain autumn weather, 
théy have the double collar of the 
tunic and the double collar of the 
overcoat wrapped in enormous 
folds around the neck.

This, as a means of making the 
Army attractive during peace-time, 
would also seem to have -its: value.
